Yet I feel very sure 
that the Christian life of the young 
man who stood on that Tennessee 
hillside with me last week is under­ 
going a bombardment 
of tem pta­ 
tions rarely equal) since the per­ 
suasive 
voice 
of 
Satan 
spoke 
to 
Christ on the mountain outside J e ­ 
rusalem. 
All through the Fentress county 
section, the Christian people who 
knew Sergeant Alvin Cullom York 
before 
he 
became 
“ the 
w’orld’s 
greatest 
hero" 
are 
praying 
daily 
that he be given strength to make 
no wrong decision iii mapping out 
his post-war life. 
Beset daily with moving picture 
offers, 
theatrical 
offers, 
lecture 
tour offers, publicity work offers, 
asked continually if he would ac­ 
cept $1,000 a week to do this or 
that, the plain son of Tennessee, 
standing arm in arm as we gazed 
over the isolated farm from which 
he went reluctantly to the hell-fires 
of war, told me in one sentence 
his whole ambition.

want 
to 
do 
something 
for 
Christ and His cause," he said. 
Even in the hill country where 
luxuries are u n k n o w n , where there 
is eternal struggle for the plain ne­ 
cessities. the ruling code is justice 
for all and universal freedom for 
the individual. 
In these rugged 
lives there is no compromise with 
♦>vi! of any sort. 
Those 
who 
have 
advised 
their 
now noted “son ot the hills 
im­ 
press upon him one thought, tile 
one lesson, of not accepting an> 
suggestion of a 
bond which will 
impeach 
his Christianity or 
com­ 
mercialize his patriotism. 
These 
people of the hills yield to York 
only the praise of having done his, 
full duty. 
The York I met in his mountain 
home was not the one who puzzled 
those who paid him distinct and 
unusual honors iu the big cities of 
The country. 
Then he was appre­ 
ciative. amazed, Quiet, and taciturn. 
The memory of the fete days is still 
strong in his mind. 
The crowds, 
the new sights, 
the encomiums 
made him ill at 
ease. The forced 
luxurious {surroundings did not fit 
in with the training of his early 
life under 
the 
shadow 
of 
God’s 
eternal hills.’ 
They could not be 
reconciled wdth his views of Chris­ 
tianity, and he would have nothing 
to do with them. 
They were like­ 
wise against the traditions of the 
South, where duty in religion and 
to country is not considered in tho 
performance 
of 
their obligations, 
and where even the semblance of 
a reward is abhorrent. 
The real York was apparent in 
the courteous greeting extended our 
party wh®n we met and through the 
hours we were his guests. 
His one 
thought 
was our comfort, and in 


this true hospitality none can excel 
these people of the mountains. Our 
greetings wore at the old spring. 
Two hundred feet from it is the 
York homestead,

The marring feature of all his ex 
periences is York’s thought that he 
has been placed In the attitude of 
seeking praise for a duty well per­ 
formed. 
Because 
his 
simple, 
straightforward 
statem ents 
have 
been embellished into a language 
unknown 
to 
these honest people. 
York has grown chary of newspaper 
writers and strangers of all sorts. 
The 
publicity connected 
with 
the 
offers made him of various kinds 
lias worried him. 
Every mail has

of engagements, 
with 
urgent appeals for his acceptance 
of these, couplet! with the proffer 
of large Mim s of money.

My trip to see Sergeant York was 
because of some newspaper state­ 
ments accredited to him as inter­ 
views in which he was alleged to 
have criticized the overseas work 
of the Young Men’s Christian Asso­ 
ciation. 
Knowing of his frequent

to 
Association 
huts 
-while 
training in this country and of his 
visits to the huts overseas, it was 
no surprise to learn from his own 
lips that such statem ents were ab­ 
solutely 
without 
foundation. 
My 
companions on the trip were J. E. 
Edgerton, 
a 
woolen 
m anufacturer 
of Lebanon, Tenn., a member of 
the Board of Trust of the Vauder- 
bilt University, leading churchm an 
of the state, chairman Tennessee 
United W ar Work Campaign, and 
C. J. Jackson, state secretary for 
Tennessee of the Y. M. C. A.

drove more than a hundred miles in 
an 
automobile 
to 
meet 
Sergeant 
York, and all of us after our hours 
of talk and confidences with this 
Christian hero, received an educa­ 
tion practice that was helpful, ben­ 
eficial and inspiring. 
“ I never made such statem ents," 
said Sergeant York after they were 
read to him, paragraph at a time. 
“ Whoever wrote it twisted things 
to meet his own ideas.

One Fighter’** Ambition. 
The struggle of this man to make 
the future fruitful with work for 
Christianity against the temptation 
of money which might commercial­ 
ize his heroism aud faith is greater 
than one can imagine. 
He has of 
surety 
had the world offered to 
him with the luring bait of a for­ 
tune and all it would mean. 
He 
showed me letters and offers that 
would turn the head of a seasoned 
worldly man. 
While I was there. 
he was being 
importuned 
by an 
evangelist, a moving-picture organ­ 
ization, 
vaudeville 
propositions, 
historians, and scores of other ven­ 
tures. 
I stood with him in front 
of the cabin, a two-room 
typical 
m ountain 
home, 
where 
he 
w’as 
spending his honeymoon, and where 
his mother had spent hers forty- 
odd years before, facing a pano­ 
ramic valley of wonderful richness, 
and heard him say, “ I want to do 
something 
for 
Christ 
and 
His 
cause." 
Not a word about himself, 
just a consecration to God and His 
work. 
The good 
people of Tennessee, 
from the governor to the lowliest, 
are eager to serve Y'ork and are 
watching and praying with him in 
his trial and the hour of decision. 
Before him are the traditions of 
the immortal Gen. Robert E. Lee, 
who declined fabulous salaries, al­ 
though impoverished by the war, to 
commercialize his reputation made 
in performance of his own duty. 
Also the example of Gen.

mountain ideals, the inborn patriot­ 
ism and devotion to religious ideals 
will win the fight for York.

convictions. 
On returning we stopped at the 
farm of Pastor R. C. Pile, who has 
known 
York 
since 
boyhood, 
and 
who presides over the Church of 
Christ 
and 
Christian 
Union, 
of 
Y'ork is the third elder. 
He stopped 
his work of grinding cornmeal to 
ask that the prayers of all the peo­ 
ple should be offered to help the 
soldier hero in his hour of great 
decision. 
My boy wants to do a

aud several of us Just arose from 
our knees asking God s guidance In 
the 
matter.
